Saratoga Sprin gs, N.Y. (iP) — 
An early morn in g fire swept 
throu gh a 
cen tu ry -old 
farm 
home in ru ral Wilton early Fri­ 
day , killin g a y ou n g cou ple an d 
six children . 


The roof collapsed du rin g the 
height of the blaze, bu ry in g the 
v ictims u n der ton s of wreckage. 
Firemen sifted 
throu gh 
the 
charred ru bble, which in clu ded 
sev eral remin ders of Christmas, 
searchin g for the v ictims. 
Two children fled the fire, an d 
an other was tossed ou t of a 
third-floor win dow to safety . The 
boy lan ded in a sn owban k an d 
was taken to a h o s p i t a l for 
treatmen t of smoke in halation . 
The dead were iden tified as 
Harry Ru sk, 34; his wife,*Don ­ 
n a, 32; two son s. Cole, 6, an d 
“Du sty ,” 10, an d fou r foster 
children , Terry Pau lin , 7 , Pen n y 
Pau lin , 10, Joel Can field, 10, an d 
Stev en Can field, 15. All had been 


sleepin g on the third floor of the 
home. 
The Pau lin y ou n gsters were 
the children of state police Sgt. 
Joseph Pau lin , who was beaten 
to death in Ju n e 1967. His wife, 
who is free on bail in con n ection 
with the killin g, ru shed to the 
fire scen e an d was told of the 
deaths. 
The hou se was en v eloped by 
flames 
when 
they 
arriv ed, 
firemen said. 
The cau se of the fire was n ot 
determin ed immediately . 
Charles Mahay , a 15-y ear-old 
n eighbor boy , who was stay in g 
ov ern ight in the Ru sk home, 
discov ered the fire. He awoke 
the father an d then fled with 
Robert Pau lin , 5. 
Ru sk man aged to toss his son 
Harry Ru sk Jr., 12, ou t a third- 
floor win dow. Firemen fou n d the 
boy in a sn owban k.

Bu t top admin istration officials are 
stron gly in flu en ced in their thin kin g 
by in telligen ce in formation that the 
Ru ssian s are con tin u in g their deploy ­ 
men t of the hu ge SS9 missile on what 
on e sou rce called “a methodical basis.” 
Threat To Min u temen 
The SS9, which can hu rl a sin gle 
25-megaton warhead or t h r e e 5- 
megaton warheads, is con sidered a 
threat to kn ock ou t U.S. Min u teman 
missiles in a possible su rprise attack 
an d thu s destroy mu ch of the U.S. 
deterren t. 
Accordin g to cu rren t reports, the 
Ru ssian s hav e more than 250 of the 
SS9 missiles operation al or u n der con ­ 
stru ction . 
This is an in crease ov er Defen se 
Secretary Melv in R. Laird’s estimate 
of more than 230 last May . 


Laird has warn ed Con gress that if 
the Ru ssian s con tin u e in stallin g the SS9 
at the presen t rate, they cou ld mou n t 
abou t 420 by the 1974-1975 period. An d, 
with ex pected accu racy improv emen t, 
they probably cou ld d e s t r o y 9 5% of

Voter Age Higher In Light Elections: 
Issu es Fare Bdtter When Vote Heav y

The chan ces of an issu e on the Lin ­ 
coln ballot win n in g are far better when 
the v oter tu rn ou t is high rather than 
low, Tom Carroll con ten ds. 


Carroll,

man agemen t 
con su ltan t 
who has made a stu dy on why com­ 
mu n ity issu es hav e passed or failed, 
said an issu e is more likely to win if 
more than 30,000 v otes are cast. 


He said his stu dy of 27 n eighborhoods 
— ran ked as bein g in the lower, mid­ 
dle, an d u pper third in terms of family 
in come — an d how they v oted on 10 
issu es showed that all fiv e issu es which 
lost were on the ballot at an election 
in which less than 30,000 people v oted. 


“An d all bu t on e of the win n ers 
was in an election which tu rn ed ou t 
more than 30,000,” he said. The ex cep­ 
tion was Cou n ty -City Bu ildin g issu e on 
the ballot in 1964. 


Carroll said he feels there is a 
defin ite relation ship here in Lin coln 
between the size of the v oter tu rn ou t 
an d the ou tcome of the issu es. 
Gen eral Election Better 
He said an issu e — if it is to g e t 
a fav orable v ote — therefore, shou ld 
be 
su bmitted 
at 
gen eral 
election s 
where there is u su ally a greater tu rn ­ 
ou t. 
Carroll ex plain s the defeats say in g 
that those who are more in clin ed to 
tu rn ou t at low in terest election s, su ch 
as primaries, are the middle in come 
category person s who, when n ot con ­ 
v in ced abou t a n ew issu e, will v ote 
again st the issu e. 


He said that these middle in come 
person s are often “slow respon ders” 
who are more in heren tly con serv ativ e 
in opposin g chan ge than the y ou n ger 
v oters. 
Carroll said that when the in terest 
in an election is low, the av erage age 
of the v oter is high — “abou t 49.5 
y ears.” 


“The 
on es 
more 
likely 
to 
be 
fav orable to chan ges an d n ew ideas 
— the y ou n g people — do n ot tu rn 
ou t as heav ily in the low in terest elec­ 
tion s,” he said. 


Carroll said t h a t the ten den cy to 
v ote goes u p as in come rises du rin g 
those election s with high in terest. 
Need Middle In come ‘Yes’ 
He added that u su ally a win n in g v ote 
requ ires a “y es” v ote by a majority 
in the middle in come category . 


Bu t, Carroll n oted, flu oridation in 
1968 passed with a total “y es” v ote of 
52% ev en thou gh the issu e lost in both 
the 
lower 
an d 
middle i n c o m e 
n eighborhood categories. He n oted that 
an ov erwhelmin g tu rn ou t in the u pper 
in come category in fav or of the issu e 
resu lted in the v ictory . 


A total of 52,601 v o t e r s tu rn ed ou t 
at the poles ou t of 67 ,108 registered 
v oters. Ou t of this total, 68% of t h e 
17,114 v oters in the u pper third of t h e 
in come category v oted “y es”. 


“Yes” v otes totaled 39% ou t of 13,469 
v otes in the lower third an d 48% of 
20,285 v otes in the middle third.

Cause Of State Flu Mystery?

The “Nebraska flu my stery ” 
may be solv ed. 
Health officials 
hav e 
su g­ 
gested that a stran ge microbic 
passov er resu lted in residen ts of 
six states, in clu din g Nebraska, 
bein g sav ed from last win ter’s 
Hon g Kon g flu epidemic. 
The real my stery , accordin g 
to Nebraska Health Director 
Arn old Reev e, is why the State 
Health Departmen t can n ot ob­ 
tain accu rate in formation on the 
in ciden ce of disease in the state. 


“ You cou ld hav e ev ery body in 
the state down with somethin g 
an d we wou ldn ’t kn ow it u n less 
somebody reported it to the 
Departmen t of Health,” Reev e 
said. “The reportin g here is 
v ery , v ery bad.” 


Reev e, 
former 
chief 
of 
prev en tiv e medical serv ices for 
the Iowa Health Departmen t, 
recen tly resign ed after three 
mon ths in the Nebraska post 
an d will retu rn to Iowa as health 
director. 
‘Hard To Tell’ 
“It’s hard to tell from the of­ 
ficial figu res,” 
Reev e 
said, 
“whether we had an y (Hon g 
Kon g flu ), whether ev ery body 
had it or whether an y body did 
an y thin g to fin d it.” 
In 1968, Nebraska reported 
4,963 cases of in flu en za, Reev e 
said. Bu t iden tification of Hon g 
Kon g flu requ ires epidemiology 
an d 
samplin g 
from 
those 
person s ailin g. The state con ­ 


firmed on ly six cases of Hon g 
Kon g flu . 
The state probably “had a 
pretty good ou tbreak” of bolh 
ty pes of in flu en za in v olv ed in 
last win ter’s epidemic “bu t the 
apparatu s was n ot there to 
docu men t it,” he said. 
Dr. James 0. Mason , depu ty 
director of the U.S. 
Pu blic 
Health Serv ice’s commu n icable 
disease cen ter (CDC) in Atlan ta, 
Ga., had said the six by passed 
states might escape the flu this 
win ter for the same u n kn own 
reason they apparen tly missed it 
last y ear. 
‘Abou t The Same Boat’ 
“We’ll probably be in abou t 
the same boat as other states 
that reported it becau se we had 
a fairly wide ex perien ce with 
both A-2-Hon g Kon g an d “B” 
last y ear,” Reev e said. “It’s 
Jan u ary already an d if we were 
goin g to hav e an y thin g mu ch it 
probably wou ld already hav e 
started.” 
“The on ly way y ou can 
make 
an 
accu rate 
in itial 
diagn osis of in flu en za is by 
laboratory stu dy ,” 
he 
said. 
“This is what pu blic health 
departmen ts shou ld be able to 
do; they shou ld be able to look 
ahead an d predict.” 
“A 
phy sician 
doesn ’t 
see 
ev ery case,” he said. “If a 
family 
has 
two 
or 
three 
children , they take the first on e 
to get the measles to the doctor. 
"That makes mom an ex pert 
in the diagn osis of measles. 
When 
the 
n ex t 
child 
gets 
measles, she kn ows 
how 
to 


recogn ize it an d how to treat it.” 
Nebraska cu rren tly fin ds itself 
in the midst of a 
measles 
epidemic. Reev e said, bu t the 
reports, althou gh in dicatin g in ­ 
creases, don ’t in dicate a su ffi­ 
cien t degree of sev erity , he said. 
Needs Listed 
In order to en ter the field of 
makin g accu rate health reports, 
Reev e said, the state n eeds; 


—A properly 
e qu i p p e d 
l a b o r a t o r y . 
“Ou r 
state 
laboratory is n ot equ ipped to do 
v iru s work,” he said. Workin g 
with medical schools “y ou can 
alway s get somethin g don e. Bu t 
if y ou hav e to call a plu mber 
from the n ex t town he might n ot 
get here u n til n ex t week.” 


—An in formation s y s t e m 
geared to reportin g in creased 
school absen teeism as a warn in g 
of disease ou tbreaks. “I u n ­ 
derstan d 
that Nebraska has 
more school districts than an y 
other state,” he said. “Does a 
small school district kn ow if it 
has a high rate of absen teeism? 
It mean s somethin g is goin g on 
that isn ’t n ormal.” 
— A 
f u l l t i m e 
s t a t e 
epidemeologist. “Throu gh the 
cooperation of the federal people 
we’v e been able to do a little 
epidemeology becau se we can 
borrow a specialist from the 
U.S. Pu blic Health Serv ice.” 
Reev e said the health depart­ 
men t sorely n eeded addition al 
help, especially medical pro­ 
fession als. Reev e cu rren tly is 
the 
on ly 
phy sician 
in 
the 
departmen t.

Nelson A. Rockefeller for the 
amou n t of the in crease. 
The n ew 30-cen t ride goes in to 
effect at 12:01 a.m. Su n day for 
the sy stem’s 7.3 million workday 
fares. 
William J. Ron an , chairman 
of the TA an d its paren t, the

Au thority , said the in crease was 
n eeded to meet the Jan .

There sho u ld be little arg u men t with Presiden t Nix o n ’s 
declaratio n o f an all-o u t fig ht in the

ag ain st en v iro n men tal deterio ratio n . The Presiden t was n o t talk­ 
in g abo u t water an d air p o llu tio n alo n e, bu t o f decay in all 
asp ects o f o u r en v iro n men t. 
His wo rds were: “The 1970s abso lu tely mu st be the y ears 
when America p ay s its debt to the p ast by reclaimin g the 
p u rity o f its air, its waters an d o u r liv in g en v iro n men t. It 
is literally n o w o r n ev er.” 
Tho se who wo u ld carelessly desecrate the area in which 
they liv e sho u ld take heed — they may face a stiffer challen g e 
in the y ears ahead. Ho p efu lly , the reclamatio n o f o u r en v iro n men t 
will n o t be a to tally federal p ro ject. 


It was mo st en co u rag in g to read a sto ry fro m Albu q u erq u e, 
N.M., where a p ap er mill p ro p o sed to lo cate. Clean -air adv o cates 
were so su ccessfu l that the mill-backer withdrew his p ro p o sal 
an d will seek an o ther site. 
The p ro sp ect o f the p ap er mill efflu en t, heav y in chlo rides, 
su lfates an d o ther min erals, an d the p o ssibility o f o do rs bro u g ht 
in dig n an t cries fro m New Mex ican s thro u g ho u t the Rio Gran de 
Valley . The p ro p o sed mill, it was said, g reatly in creased in terest 
in air-p o llu tio n co n tro l in New Mex ico . 
The state o f New Mex ico is co n siderin g n ew air-p o llu tio n 
co n tro l stan dards. The Albu q u erq u e en v iro n men t health directo r, 
Victo r Bickel, has said that the stan dards wo u ld determin e 
whether clean o r dirty in du stry co mes to the state. 
“As we g et a few g o o d in du stries,” he said, “they will 
attract mo re in du stries. While if we g et a co u p le o f dirty 
in du stries an d let them stay an d p o llu te, then the clean , desirable 
in du stries will stay away .”

fu tu re destru ctio n . 
This is a co n cep t that has n o t been v ery well co n sidered 
in Lin co ln . We do n o t hav e the air an d water p o llu tio n that 
so me areas hav e bu t we hav e o u r share. Additio n ally , we 
like to tu rn a deaf ear to all o ther co n sideratio n s o f o u r 
to tal en v iro n men t. 
This to tal en v iro n men t in clu des what y o u see as well as 
what y o u mig ht smell o r taste. It in clu des y o u r aesthetic 
reactio n s as well as y o u r p hy sical well-bein g . An d it in clu des 
the efficien t u se o f lan d an d the eco n o mic u tilizatio n o f p u blic 
serv ices an d facilities. 
An area can be desecrated in a mu ltitu de o f way s, n o t 
ju st by p o llu tio n o f the air an d water. Co mmercial dev elo p men ts 
that in frin g e u p o n residen tial areas are a fo rm o f p o llu tio n , 
as are tho se that disto rt street, u tility an d edu catio n al facilities. 


Ev ery p ro g ressiv e city wan ts to g ro w an d o n e o f the best 
way s o f do in g this is by ex p an sio n o f the in du strial base. 
This in clu des bo th the cu ltiv atio n o f ex istin g in du stries an d 
the establishmen t o f to tally n ew in du stries. 
Bu t all su ch in du stries sho u ld reco ^ize that they hav e 
resp o n sibilities alo n g with their p rero g ativ es. The kin d o f in ­ 
du stries that a co mmu n ity wan ts to reco g n ize this an d welco me 
lo cal stan dards that help main tain a healthy en v iro n men t in 
which to wo rk an d liv e. 
This do es n o t mean the harassmen t o f in du stry , bu t rather, 
g o o d serv ice fo r it. It mean s o p p o rtu n ity fo r n ew in du stry , 
n o t artificial co n tro ls which simp ly fo rbid ex p an sio n . 
There is n o q u estio n that co mmu n ities can p ro v ide an 
en co u rag in g climate fo r in du strial g ro wth an d still main tain 
an en v iro n men t that is healthfu l an d co n stru ctiv e. The Presiden t’s 
challen g e sho u ld be p icked u p lo cally thro u g ho u t the n atio n 
an d a n ew v ig o r sho u ld be fo u n d in p lan n in g fo r a fu tu re 
where liv in g is p leasan t, n o t ju st to lerable.

In brief, he u ses an in fo rmal an d v o lu n tary 
ap p ro ach. The lectu re p erio d in beg in n in g 
p sy cho lo g y is “can n ed” in the fo rm o f tap e, 
slides an d films an d av ailable to stu den ts 
when they wan t to receiv e it rather than 
at a set time ev ery day . 
Additio n ally , tests are aimed at co n tin u in g 
the learn in g p ro cess rather than determin in g 
simp ly the su ccess o r failu re o f the stu den t. 
An d ag ain , there is flex ibility in when the 
stu den t can take the ex ams. 
The ap p ro ach seems to be o n e that wo u ld 
hav e merit an d certain ly it do es reco g n ize 
the resp o n sibility o f teachers to teach. That 


may so u n d a little redu n dan t bu t it is n o t. 
So me teachers thin k their resp o n sibility is 
to o ffer a co u rse, with the stu den t resp o n sible 
fo r whatev er, if an y thin g , he learn s.

Seen Due To New Law

A new law setting standards 
for manu factu ring grade milk 
shou ld enhance the qu ality of 
Nebraska’s dairy produ cts, ac­ 
cording to an official of the State 
Department of Agricu ltu re. 
“This 
law 
will 
br i n g 
manu factu ring 
and 
grade A 
(bottled) milk closer together 
qu ality-wise,” 
said 
W. 
G. 
McCu bbin, 
he a d 
of 
the 
department’s bu reau of dairies, 
foods and dru gs. 
“ It shou ld improve the qu ality 
of cheese, bu tter, skimmed milk 
powder 
and 
other 
produ cts 
made in the state,” he said. 
McCu bbin said the law, passed 
by the 1969 u nicameral and in 1 
effect since Dec. 25, set health ¡ 


standards for cows equ al to re­ 
qu irements for animals giving 
milk for bottling. 
The difference between grade 
A and manu factu ring grade 
milk will be in the standards for 
farm equ ipment and bacteria 
content. 
Grade A milk may contain 
1 0 0 ,0 0 0 
bacteria per milliliter 
while manu factu ring grade may 
have u p to 3 million. 
Licensing Requ ired 
The law also requ ires the 
state’s 2 0 processing plants and 
5,400 manu factu ring milk pro­ 
du cers to be licensed. The 1,200 
grade A su ppliers already are 
licensed. 
The processors and produ cers 
will have u ntil Ju ne 25 to meet 
the licensing standards contain-

The Tex as Longhorns and game officials 
said “ no,” the piqued Irish insisted “ may be” 
while day -after quarterbacks buzzed Friday 
ov er the strange, controv ersial play which 
wasn’t a play in Tex a s’ 21-17 triumph. 


“ It’s history now and there’s nothing we 
can do about it,” acknowledged coach Ara 
Parseghian of Notre Dame, “ and I hope 
a big fuss isn’t made about it. 


“ But it was one of those crazy , unusual 
play s and, on the face of it, I don’t know 
how in the name of Heav en they (Tex as) 
could help from being penalized.” 


This is what happened: 


Leading 10-7 in the closing minutes of 
the first half, Notre Dame was driv ing for 
the Tex as goal-line when the march was 
stopped by a pass interception on the Tex as 
14. 


As the teams lined up for the nex t play , 
the Longhorns in possession, a 240-pound 
Tex as guard named Randy Stout was seen 
racing out onto the field, wav ing his arms 
wildly . 
Before he reached the line of scrimmage, 
the ball was snapped. J a m es Street, the 
Tex as quarterback, was smothered by a m a ss 
of Notre Darners. He fumbled. Notre Dame 
recov ered on the Tex as six -y ard line. 
The time remaining in the half was 1:5 7 
— plenty of time for the Irish to score 
again. Irish fans went wild. 
Then followed a moment of confusion. 
Officials mov ed in for conferences. Then the 
ball was placed back on the 14 with Tex as 
in possession, first down as before. 
Protests ca m e from the Notre Dame 
bench. But the decision stuck. 
Stout indeed was a 12th man on the 
field. But he insisted that he had called 
time out before the ball was snapped. 
Theron P. 
Thomsen, a Big Ten field 
judge who was on the Tex as side of the 


field flanked wide, backed Stout’s statement. 
“ He signalled for a time out and I blew 
the whistle before the ball was snapped,” 
Thomsen said. 
The 
referee. 
Cliff 
Domingue 
of 
the 
Southwest Conference, said, “ I 
thought I 
heard a whistle, but I wasn’t sure.” He 
said when Thomsen adv ised him of the time­ 
out ca ll, he negated the play . 
The fact that Thomsen is from the Big 
Ten, which prov ides officials for all Notre 
Dame ga m es, remov ed any protest that the 
Irish might hav e been the v ictim of what 
is known in the sport as “ home cooking” 
a fav oriable call by a home official. 
Parseghian said the incident opened up 
all sorts of penalty possibilities. 
“ I looked up and the Tex as play er caught 
my ey e,” the Notre Dame coach said. “ He 
was running like hell and wav ing his arms. 
I didn’t see him say any thing to the f i e l d 
judge on the other side of the field. 
“ He could hav e been a 12th man on 
the field — the pictures will show that. 


He could 
hav e been penalized for 
being 
offsides, for being a man in motion, interfer­ 
ing with play or v iolating the 25 -second rule.” 
The rule is one that giv es a team 25 
seconds to get the play off once time has 
resumed. 
Coach Darrell Roy al of Tex as said he 
had giv en permission for any one of his 
play ers, not just the captains, to ca ll time 
out. 
Stout alternates with Bobby Mitchell at 
left guard in a shuttle sy stem for running 
in play s.

officials 
said 
they 
weren’t sure how many orange jersey s were 
on the field.

“ It doesn’t make any difference whether 
12 men were on the field or 15 ,” said Howard 
Grubbs, ex ecutiv e secretary of the Southwest 


Conference. “ Tex as can substitute freely and 
has 25 seconds to get its men in and off 
the field.” 
“ I guess it's just a matter of timing,” 
s i gh e d Parseghian, “ we shall see in the 
m ov ies.” 
There hav e been two other famous 12th 
man incidents in bowl games. In the Cotton 
Bowl in 195 4 Dick Moegle of Rice was racing 
92 y ards to a touchdown when Tommy Lewis 
of .Alabama came off the bench and tackled 
him. The touchdown was allowed. Rice won 
28 -6. 
Last y ear, a 
12th man blunder by 
Kansas cost the Big Eight champion a v ictory 
ov er Penn State in the Orange Bowl at 
Miami. 
Peiin State scored with seconds left to 
make the score 14-13 in fav or of Kansas. 
Penn Stale went for a two-point conv ersion 
and Kansas held. 
But it was noted that 
Kansas had an ex tra man on the field. 
Although time had run out, Penn State was 
giv en another chance. It made the two-pointer 
and won 15 -14.

The mollu sks, on e of the oldest 
forms of life, have been u sed to 
detect stron tiu m 9 0 fallou t an d 
in secticide p ollu tion . 
Stan sbery said they wou ld be 
ideal to check water p ollu tion 
becau se they are sen sitive to 
man y kin ds of chan ge in their 
en viron men t. They add a layer 
to their shells each year in rin gs 
similar to those of trees.
